WashiogtoD, Jan. 1—In tbe long line 


of New Yuar's roueptloae at the white 
house which each year innugurites the 
social season at tbe national capital, Bone 
perhaps was more brilliant than the one 
which today ushered in the tuentUth cen- 
tury.

Albany, N. Y., Jan. 1.—Benjamin B. 


O'Dell Jr., lodiy was inaugurated gover- 
nor of tbe state of New York. Tho In- 
auguration was oae of tbe must elaborate 
ever beld. There was a great outpuurlng 
of people, and fifteen hundred national 
guardsmen were in line in tbe eicort 
column, 'ibe governor-elect and tbe mili- 
tary escort were cordially greeted on tbe 
march from the executive mansion to tbe 
capital, and tbe governor repeatedly bad 
to bow hit acknowledgments. Governor 
Roosevelt shared with Governor O'Dell to 
a great extent tbe demonstration of wel- 
come in tbe assembly chamber where the 
inauguration ceremonies took place. Tbe 
chamber wai filled to overflowing. Right 
Re*. William Oroswell Doano opened the 
ceremony with prayer after which Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt welcomed the 
new gov- 


ernor in a brief and appropriate speech. 
Governor O'Dell then delivered his In- 
augural addiesi. The

'J'he enemy are now ranging 


over immense tracts of territory nccessi- 
;ating the employment of an army corps 
a deal with them. Kitchener has pourrd 
:roops into the disturbed areas, but the 
.igitive tactics of the Buers have to a 
large extent neutralized his precautions. 


"It was felt that tha only means of ex- 


cluding tha invaders from tbe rich dis- 
tricts in tho western part of tbe colony 
was to call out the farmers. Today's tele- 
grams promise a splendid response from 
the eastern portion, but the western is 
doubtful, not 30 per cent of the popu la- 
tion being regarded as loyal. Hence tbe 
Boer concentration in that direction. 


"Letters are arriving here detailing tbe 


damage and robbery by invaders and 
beseeching military assistance.Anj action 
on the part of the coluny will not abate 
the urgent need uf targe reinforcements."

Jont of the Tama county 
Sunday school association, and for that 
pnst flvo years he had been the superin- 
tendent of tbo Sunday school of thia 
church.

The ab- 
aeoce of enow has enabled etoek to feed 
ueon tbe rough feed of oornflelds and 
upon paaturea, which have continued to 
offer good gracing during the fall and 
early winter, aad consequently it is gen- 
erally in an unusually fine -condition for 
this aeaion of the year. 
Th»re has been 


eume lota by disease of cattle, and espe- 
cially of hogs, in a few localities, bat 
it 


baa not been very eerious or widespread. 
In a few places tbe quantity of feed has 
been abort, and the stock has suffered be- 
cause of this. 
The deficiency in rainfull 


bus caused stuck water to become scarce 
In a few localities, and ram IB needed on 
tbia account. 


Or uses generally in good condition to 


aland the winter they ore well ruoted and 
the g ouad Is well cuvered. Niw mealowa, 
especially are reported to be doing well. 


The small acreage of wheat in tbe 


northern district la generally reported to 
be in fine condition, though the absence 
of snow covering has permitted some dam- 
age tu be done by freezing and thawing in 
Carroll and Lake couotiej. lo the central 
district there has been considerable dam- 
age to wheat by Hessian fly. 
Tola dam- 


»ge appear* tu be especially great on up- 
land io Montgomery county. 
On bottom 


land in that county there appears to be 
but little damage. In a few localities tbe 
damige appears to be lass than 
was pre 


viouely retiortad. In tbe sections afleeteJ 
by the fly the djmoge atpeiirs generally to 
be confi ed to early sown wheat. In the 
vicinity of Bujbnell, McDonough coun- 
ty, wheat ia rrpt*rted to be nearly all 
dead, but no cause for tnis is assigned. 
Eicept aa nbjve described, wbeat in the 
eential district it in a very promising con- 
dition. The weather ovnd.tions have been 
'very fa rorable aad have induced a very 
fine gro«th of the plant. 
No inj >ry from 


freezing ia r sported. In tbe southern dis- 
trict wbeat generally looks well, but dry 
Wtather has prevented a vigorous growth 
in a few localities. Thii ettect has, how- 
ever, been largely overcome by recent 
good rains, which beie ataried growth 
anew. Tlure has been some injury by Hes- 
sian fly tu early suwa wheat, and some 
damage ia Fayette county by reaeat cold 
is reported. 


Ihe weather coaditlons have been 
very 


favorable for rye a Urge crop of which baa 
bean sowo in tbe n ,rt(i«rn district and 
this gram appears to be in fine cundition 
to atand tbe winter. 


Advantage has been taken of tbe open 


winter, b» tbe fanners in some localities, 
to do winter plowiag, and considerable of 
this work has been accomplished.
